Senator Hill led in the 
opposition to Hornblower. When the vote 
was finally taken the New Yorker was re- 
jected by 30 io 24. This action means that, 
as between the president and Senator Da- 
vid B. Hill, the senate is with Hill in all 
New York uppointments. It is a notable 
fact that all the New York nominations 
nade by the president which Senator Hill 
gas opposed have been held up.

Lil’s Keatoration Abandoned. 

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, who has been one

Arguing the Railroad Tax Caxe. 

The constitutionality of the Georgia law 
allowing counties to tax railroads was 
brought before the supreme court today. 
The case was argued on the part of the 
State by Attorney General Terrell and Coi- 
onel Clifford Anderson. Mr. Wimbish ar- 
Sued for the railroads that the law was 
unconstitutional. 

The intimations let drop by the court 
were strongly to the effect that it would 
hold the law to be constitutional. 

Mr. Holman, who is the chairman of the 
house democratic caucus, says he thinks 
a caucus of the democrats will be called 
during the next few days to consider the 
internal revenue bill. Many members of 
the house want to consider in caucus the 
Question as to whether or not the revenue 
bill, including the income tax, should be 
uttached to the tariff bill.

CARLISLE WRITES. 


He Tells Senator Yoorhees How Short 
the Cash Is, 


EXPENSES EICEED THE REVENUES 


The Secretary Says the Treasury Is 
in a Critical Condition. 


A DEAD BROKE COUNTRY IS FEARED 


It Is Considered Necessary to Raise Gold 
at Once,and an Jssue of Bonds Is 
the Administration’s Resource. 


Wasington, January 15.—The following 
letter was forwarded by Secretary Carlisle 
to Senator Voorhees, chairman of ithe 
finance committee of the senate: 

“Treasury Department, Washington, Jan- 
uery 1s, 1894.—Hon. D. W. Vourhees Chair- 
man Committee of Finance, United States 
Serate—Dear Sir: In comiphance with your 
verbal request, 1 have the honor to submit 
for the convenience of the finance commit- 
tee, statements showing the exact condition 
of the treasury cn the 12th day of this 
month and the remainder of this and the 
month of Iebruary. It will be seen from 
the statements that there is an urgent ne- 
Cessity ror immediate action that will re- 
plenish the coin reserve and admit the 
treasury to discharge the obligations of the 
Bovernment to pensioners and other lawful 
creditors. When my annual report was pre- 
pared it was estimated that the expenses 
during the current fiscal year would exceed 
the receipts to the amount of about $28,u00,- 
WU, and | asked congress for authority to 
issue and sell boncs, or other forms of ob- 
ligations, to an amount not exceeding $0,- 
UuU,000, bearing a low rate of interest and 
having a reasonably short time to run, to 
enable the secretary of the treasury to sup- 
ply such deficiencies as might occur in the 
revenues. 

His Estimates Too Low. 

“The estimate then made was based upon 
the assumption that the worst effects of our 
financial disturbances had already been real- 
ized, and there would be a substantial in- 
c,ease in the revenues for the remainder of 
the year. While it is not believed that the 
deficiency that then actually existed would 
be supplitd by increased revenueg in the fu- 
ture, it hoped that no additional difficulty 
wculd occur, but the receipts and expendi- 
tures during the month of December and up 
to the 12th of the present month, show that 
the estimate of a deficiency of $28,000,000 at 
the close of the year was much too low. 
The actual receipts and expenditures during 
each month of the year and the monthly 
deficiencies have been as follows:

“Tf the same average monthly deficiencies 
the tota! difference be- 
tween receipts and expenditures on the 30th 
of June next will be $«8,167,542. 

“According to best estimates that can be 
made. the total receipts during the present 
month and the month of February will he 
$11,900,000, and the total expenditures will 
be $60,200,000, showing a deficiency during 
the two months of $18,400,000; but this does 
not include payments on account of the su- 
gar bounty, claims for which amounting to 
nearly $5,000,000 have already been presented 
and are now under investigation in the de- 
partment. 

“The assets of the treasury and the cur- 
rent liabilities in excess of certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding were as follows 
on the 12th day of the present month: As- 
sets—Gold, $74,108,149; silver dollars and bull- 
ion, $8,902,287; fractional silver coin, $12,133,- 
903: United States notes, $5,031,327; treasury 
riotes of 1890, $2,476,000; national bank notes, 
$14,096,735; minor coin, $988,820; deposits in 
bank, $15,470,863. Total cash assets, $132,- 
327,889. Liabilities—Bank note 5 per cent 
fund, $7,198,219; outstanding checks and 
drafts, $5,163,917; disbursing officers bal- 
ances, $28,176,149; postoffice department ac- 
count, $3,897,741: unastributed assets of 
failed national banks, $1,927,727; District of 
Columbia account, $142,618. Total agency 
account, $46,996,366. Gold reserve, $74,018,749. 
Net balance, $111,223,374. Total liabilities, 
$132,377, 889. 

“tt will appear from this statement that 
the coin reserve has be .n reduced to $74,- 
108,149, and it is evident from the condi- 
tion of the treasury that the department 
will have no means to defray the ordinary 
expenses of the government unless a large 
part of the payments are hereatter made 
out of that fund. If this is done, the coin 
reserve will be reduced by the Ist of Feb- 
ruary to about $66,001,864, a sum wholly in- 
adequate for the purpose for which it was 
created. 

Carlisle’s Suggestions. 

“On account of this critical condition of 
the treasury, I have considered it my duty 
in addition to the earnest recommendations 
contained in my annual report, to appear 
twice before your committee and, after 
full explanations of the situation urge 
prompt legislative action on this subject. 
By the permission of congress, Ll have 
prepared and presented for its con- 
sideration, which, if promptly passed, 
in my opinion, woud relieve the situation 
by providing the necessary means for de- 
fraying the public expenses and plenishing 
the coin reserve to such an extent as to 
assure the maintenance of the parity of all 
forms of all United States currency. 

“While this proposed measure of relief 
has not yet been disposed of, or considered 
by the committee, the great differences of 
opinion which are known to exist in both 


f branches of congress concerning the pro- 


priety of granting additional or amended 
authority to issue bonds, in any form or 
for any purpose, render it doubt?"il 
whether new legislation upon the subject 
ean be secured in time to provide the means 
which are imperatively demanded in order 
to preserve the credit and honor of the 
government. Authority to issue and sell 
bonds for the purpose of maintaining 
specie payments are express'y conferred 
upon the secretary of the treasury. by the 
act of January H4, 1875, but it has not been 
exercised since 1879, and, on account of the 
high rate of interest provided for and the 
length of time such bonds would have to 
run, I have not been satisfied that such an 
emergency as heretofore existed would 
clearly justify their issue. 

“But the necessity for relief at this time 
is so urgent, and the prospect of material 
improvement in the financial condition of 
the government is so problematical, that 
unless authority to issue and sell shorter 
bonds, or other obligations, bearing a lower 
rate of interest than that specified in the 
existing law is granted by congress at a 
very early day, I shall feel constrained by a 
sense of pub‘ic duty to exercise the power 
already conferred to the extent, at least, 
of providing an adequate gold reserve.

GILMER BREW BLOOD. 


He Found an Unweicome @isitor at 
Home and Shot Mim. 
Greensboro, N. C., January 15.—(Special.)— 
~ince Saturday nignt the full particulars in 
the shooting affair of Friuay night have 
come out. Captain E, L. Gilmer, a promi- 
nent and popular young gentleman of this 
city, left home on sriday morning os- 
tensibiy for Raleigh ona two days’ trip. 
That night Mrs. Gilmer was at the train 
inquiring whether her husband had come 
On that train, but a5 she could learn 
nothing from him, she naturally concluded 
that he had not arrived. Mr. Gilmer, how- 
ever, had come but had gotten off some dis- 
tance down the road when the train had 
slowed up. After getting off he Kept hid 
around town. About Li o'clock he eniered 
his mother’s residence quietly. He heard 
two peupie in the house who did not belong 

there. 

Flashing a dark lantern, which he car- 
ried, Gilmer saw Frank Holland, of Dan- 
ville, Va. Gilmer began shooting. Holland 
fell and screamed that he was killed, and 
rolled under a bed. © 

Alter the shooting, Mr. Gilmer was ad- 
vised to send for a physician. This was 
done, but when the doctor went up to the 
room Holland had disappeared, having got- 
ten out of a window and jumped to the 
ground, There were traces of blood on the 
ground showing which way he had gone. 
The northbound train was late, and he 
took this train for home. The wounded 
man was thought Saturday to ve mortally 
hurt, but it is now believed that® he will re- 
cover. It is understood that Gilmer will 
apply for a diyorce at once. It is also un- 
derstood that Colonel Keogh’s wife, who is 
young Mrs. Gilmer’s mother and Mrs. Con- 
rad, her sister, who have arrived since the 
unfortunate affair, have been ordered to 
vacate the home of Mr. Gilmer. Mrs. Gil- 
mer will be allowed a longer time to leave. 
She will fight the suit for divorce, claiming 
that she had only been indiscreet. 

All the parties connected with the deplor- 
able affair are well known in soctety. Mrs. 
Gilmer is a cultured woman. Her father 
was commissioner from this state to the 
world’s fair. The unfortunate husband is 
a son of Mrs, Judge Gilmer, who had re- 
turned from church and retired for the 
night, and, of courge, knew nothing of the 
presence. of any one in the house. 


HAVE THE AFRICAN FEVER. 
Negroes in Arkansas Sacrificing Their 
PPoperty to Pay Passaze 
Memphis, Tenn., January 15.—(Special.)— 
The negroes in this section of the south, 
principally those in Arkansas, have con- 
tracted the emigraton fever again, and there 
is an exodus of black men to Africa. A dis- 
patch from Marianne, Ark., says all the 
negroes of that neighborhood are sacrificing 
what little property they have with the in- 
tention of going to the dark continent. One 
carload has passed through Brinkley en 
route for New York, whence they intend 
to sail for their ultimate destinatior. It 
seems as if the scheme has been worked up 
by negro agents who have been canvassing 
this section for some time, for what purpose 
or in whose interest fs not known. Many of 
the negroes owned smal} places and several 
head of stock, and were, comparatively 
speaking, in good circumstances, but have 
sacrificed all for a few dollars to pay their 
way to New York. A prominent planter 
purchased nineteen hogs from one of these 
would-be emigrants for the small sum of $6.

An Anti-Bond Resolution. 

Washington, January 15.—Representative 
Bailey, of Texas, today introduced the fol- 
lowing: resolution: 

‘‘Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
house of representatives that the secretary 
of the treasury has no authority under ex- 
isting law to issue and sell the bonds of 
the United States, except such as is con- 


ferred upon him by the act approved Jan- ‘ 


uary 14, 1875, entitled: ‘An act to provide 
for the resumption of specie payments and 
that the money derived from the sale of 
bonds issued under that act cannot be 
lawfully applied to anv purposes except 
those specified therein.’’’ The resolution 
was referred to the judiciary committee. 


Killed by an Explosion. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 15.—(Special.)— 
This morning the boiler of Underwood & 
Thomas’s sawmill in Moore county ex- 
ploded. Duncan Hill, fireman, was blown 
a long distance and killed. N. D. Under- 
wood was severely scalded and another man 
was badly hurt. 

Judge Seymour, of the United States cir- 
cuit court for this district, has decided that 
married women are liable for their assess- 
ment on their stock in banks which are 
insolvent. Women who held stock in the 
wrecked First National Bank of Wilming- 
ton refugul to pay an assessment made by 
the comptroller of the currency. 


Accused of Misappropriating Funds. 

Chicago, January 15.—George M. Hogue, 
one of the most prominent business men of 
Chicago, has been aqpused of the misap- 
propriation of about $75.000 of the funds 
of the Presbyterian hospital, of which in- 
stitution he was president. Mr. Bogue 
admits that there is some entanglement 
with the hospital, but says any discrenan- 
cies will be made up immediately. st 
summer he made an assignment and with- 
drew from the big real estate firm of Bogue

TWO TRAINS CRASH. 


Fog Hid the Signals end a Disastrous 
Wreck Followed. 


FIFTEEN PASSENGERS WERE KILLED 


An Engine Runs Through a Crowd- 
ed Car, Mangling People. 


MEN. LEAP FROM THE WINDOWS 


Warning Was Given by a Brakeman, 
but It Came Too Late fora 
Great Many. 


New York, January lb.—A frightful acci- 
dent occurred this morning on the west side 
of the Hackensack bridge, on the Morris 
and Essex branch of the Delaware and 
Western railroad. The train which leaves 
Roseville at 8 o’clock crashed into the rear 
of the Dover express, telescoping two cars. 
Fifteen passengers in these two cars are 
known to have been killed and at least 
twenty-five are terribly injured. The con- 
ductor of the wrecked train is Jere George. 
He was not injured. 

The Dover express passed through Rose- 
ville without stopping. The train, which 
ran into the express, is the regular combi- 
nation train. It pulled out of Roseville four 
minutes after the express had disappeared 
in the fog and din of New York. On ap- 
proaching the bridge over the Hackensack 
river the express slowed up, for what rea- 
son is not known, but it is thought the en- 
gi.eer could not see the signais because of 
the dense fog and that he slowed his train 
to avoid danger. 

The commutation train following did not 
halt at the bridge, but came along at its 
usual rate of speed. The engineer saw the 
express when less than two hundred feet 
from it. Although he reversed his engine 
he could not prevent a collision. A ponder- 
ous locomotive crashed into the rear car, 
throwing it from the track quite a distance. 
This and the one ahead of it were complete- 
ly wrecked. Both cars were full of passen- 
gers who were crushed to death or terribly 
mangled. The engineer of the combination 
train is missing and is said to be among the 
killed. 

Jumped for Their Lives. 

The brakesma.: of the rear car of the Do- 
ver express discovered that a wreck was ir.- 
evitable and shouted at the top of his voice, 
‘jump for your lives; another trair is com- 
ing behind. Will be on us in a :minute!”’ 

This warning cry was sufficient to put the 
entire rear car of the expvess in a commo- 
tion. Passengers rushed pell mell for the 
nearest means of escape. Some jumped 
through the windows in their haste, while 
the majority rushed to the doors. In the 
excitement some-fell on the floor, while oth: 
ers tumbled over them. SBefore all. the 
frightened passengers could make thei- es- 
cape the Orange local crashed into the rear 
car, telescoping it and driving it into the 
car ahead, alsdO telescoping that, dealing 
death on all sides. 

A passenger who reached New York saic 
he had counted fifteen dead bodies along- 
side the wreck, and that others were 
thought to be dead. 

The collision is said to have been due to 
the fog. The trains always slow up when 
approaching the Hackensack bridge. It is 
said that the South Orange train was run- 
ning so close behind the Dover express thal 
there was no time to send back a flagman.

SPECIAL MASTER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Tillman Gives His Conclusions in 
the Knoxville Southern Case. ~ 
Kroxville, Tenn., January 15.—(Special.)— 
Special Master Lewis Tillman has complet- 
ed his report on the Knoxville Southern 
railroad case and he filed the same in the 
federal court today. The spevial master 

holds, 

1. That the court of appeals settled the 
question that George R. Eager was the prin- 
cipal contractor for the building of the 
Knoxville Southern road ‘and ‘thet ro 
further inquiry can be maae into that 
matter. 

2. He finds that the 3,000 shares of stock 
in said road, which Eager claimed as due 
him, were worthless. At any rate, he 
could have no claim upon the road for any 
value said stock might have till the mort- 
gage creditors were satisfied. The bond- 
holders had the first lien. 

3. That all the parties who contracted 
with Eager to do the work on the road 
can have nothing for their claims except 
it be found that the road owes Eager on 
ae account, for which he has a superior 
ien. 

4. That if the road owes Eager anything 
he can have no lien, because the petition 
of Luttrell, assignee in this cause, must be 
treated as an original proceeding and comes 
too late. 

5. That upon a proper statement of ac- 
counts between Eager and the road, he is 
found indebted to the road, so the general 
creditors of Eager get nothing. 

6. The claims of Major Wilson and Burgin 
are disallowed, because those parties con- 
tracted with George R. Eager and not 
with the railroad company. 

He also holds that if they had contracted 
with the company their lien was lost. 

With regard to the claims of McBee & 
Co., the special master’s rulings are as 
follows: 

1. That McBee & Co. contracted verbally 
with George R. .Eager to build the bridge, 
agreeing upon the terms, and that they 
acted under this contract and bought all 
the material for the bridge and put ole 
span at least and did a good deal vf work 
on ‘force account’ before seeking a Cun- 
tract directly with the Knoxville Southern 
Railroad Company. 

2. That the terms of the contract so ver- 
bally made are found in the proposed “‘arti- 
cles of agreement” exhibit to Eager’s depo- 
sition in so far as the bridge work is cuon- 
cerned and that there is no evidence what- 
ever as tu the work on “force account,” 
but the bills, therefore, are not questioned. 

38. That McBee & Co., through the belief 
that Eager was president of the Knoxville 
Southern Company, or that he and the com- 
pany were identical, were led to make the 
ccntract aforesaid. 

4. That Eager was not at the time, or at 
any time, an officer or agent of the com- 
pany, but was the principal contractor for 
building the said company’s road. 

5. That McBee & Co. were necessarily 
sub-contractors as long as they worked 
under said oral contract, that is, down to 
October 30, 1890. 

6. That on said date they refused -to work 
further under said contract, and made a 
new contract on same terms with W. B. 
Bradly, president of the Knoxville fouth- 
ern Railroad Company, and continued the 
work on said bridge to its completion, 
about Decembe: 10, 1890. 

7. That Bradly, president, etc., does not 


seem to have been autnerized by..thé.dia4 


rectors of the company to make such a 
contract, but in view of the irregular man- 
ner in which the company’s affairs were 
carried on and in view of tne acceptance 
of the work and of the manifest injustice 
in suffering the mortgage credit- 
ors of the company to receive

found to be $18,615.87, with interest from De- 
cember 16, 1890. 

10. But distinguishing and separating the 
work and the account of the date, October 
30, 1390, there is found due to McBee & Co., 
for work before that date, the sum of 
$7;673, and from the railroad company for 
work after that date, $10,736.31.

TOBACCO MEN MEET 


And Urge the Repeal of the “Free 


Leaf” Clause. 

Richmond, Va., January 15.—At a largely 
attended meeting of the Richmond tobacco 
trade held today the following was 
adopted: 

‘Resolved, That we respectfully urge 
our honorable senators and representatives 
to use their best endeavors to prevent any 
increase in the internal revenue tax on plug 
and smoking tobacco, cheroots and cigars; 
alse to repeal the clause known as the 
“free leaf.’’ The law as it now stands 
is a serious injury to farmers, merchants, 
manufacturers and one of the chief reasons 
for the immediate decrease of about 3,000,- 
000 pounds in the manufacture of plug in 
the year, with no perceptible increase in 
other branches, thereby causing a heavy 
loss of revenue to the government. By re- 
pealing this ‘free leaf’ clause the revenue 
from manufactured tobacco in all forms 
will be so largely increased as to render 
any increase in the tax Ainnecessary and 
will restore active competition for the chief 
product of many of the largest states.” 

There is talk in the legislature of  in- 
structing the Virginia senators, and re- 
questing the representatives in congress to 
use their efforts to defeat the Wilson bill.

COAL M’'NERS STRIKE. 


Hundreds of Alabama Men Go Out Because 
of Smallpox. 

Corona, Ala., January 15.—(Special.)— 
Nearly all day a committee, representing 
the United Mine Workers’ Association, has 
been closeted in conference with the officials 
of the Corona Coal and Coke Company, 
trying to adjust some grievances they had 
against the company: At 4 o’clock this af- 
ternoon a strike was declared and a bulle- 
tin posted saying that no more work would 
be done until the company granted their de- 
mands.

TO BE SOLD AT MACON,. 


Special Master Owens Is to Name the 
Day. 

Savannah, Ga., January 15.—(Special.)— 
The decree of sale of the Central railroad 
properties, signed by Justice Jackson, was 
filed in the circuit court here today by 
Messrs. George A. Mercer & Son, attorneys 
for the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
of New York, in whose fgvor, as trustee 
for the tripartite mortgage, it is rendered. 
The sale is directed to take place in Macon, 
on a day named by Special Master George 
W. Owens, who will have charge of it. 
Each purchaser of a parcel of the property 
when it is struck down to him will have to 
pay 350,000 down, to be placed in Ahe: court 
depository. 

A purchaser of the entire property when 
offered as a unit will pay $100,000 down. A 
purchaser of one or more lieasehold interest 
or of a parcel of rolling stock, is to pay 
25 per cent of the amount bid. The balance 
of any purchase money must be either paid 
in money or honds or overdue colipons se- 
cured by mortgages to the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company, or overdue coupons 
secured by the consolidated first mortgage 
to the Central Trust Company. Each of 
such bonds and coupons will be received for 
such a sum as the holder would obtain un- 
der the distribution of the result of the sale. 
All payments must be completed in sixty 
days. 

The rolling stock of the Central is to be 
sold in lots of five engines and 100 ¢ars. 
Then the line of roads from Savannah to 
Atlanta with the company’s franchise, etc. 
Then each leasehold interest. If the bid for 
the entire property of the Central offered 
as a single parcel exceeds the aggregate of 
the bids when it is offered in lots, then 
the single bid is to be accepted. 

The other provisions of the decree are too 
well known to need repetition.

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A Mysterious Lady Says She Is Charles 
Parnell’s Widow. 


DECLARES THAT SHE CAN PROVE IT 


But She Declines to Show Letters or Papers 
to Prove Her Claim,and When 
‘Questioned Gets Angry. 


Opelika, Ala., January 15.—(Special.)—A- 
woman, claming to be Mrs. Charles Stew- 
arf Parnell, widow of the great Irish pa- 
triot and hom: rule leader, is at present a 
resident of this city. Mrs. Parnell, if such 
she be, is a handsome and well educated 
Irish woman, apparently about forty-five 
years of age. Her actions, while not_exact- 
ly mysterious, are a little queer at times. 
She is very reticent and non-communica+; 
tive, and only at times does she unbosom 
herself. When she gets in a talkative 
mood the subject of her conversation is 
solely about Ireland, home:rule and her 
husband. She came to this city several 
months ago, and secured lodgings and board 
with a well-Known and prominent Irish 
family in the center of the resident portion 
of the town. Where she came fromi no one 
appears to know, and the lady herself, will 
furnish no enlightenment on the subject. 

Only recently the fact became generally 
known that she claimed to be the widow of 
Parnell. As soon as she learned that her 
supposed identity was Known throughout 
the city, she at once left her former board- 
ing place and took up her abwde alone in 
. little cottage in a remote portion of the 
city. For several weeks past she has 
scarcely appeared on the streets at all, and 
when she did her face 
neath a heavy veil. At all times, however, 
she goes neatiy attired in a handsome and 
stylish mourning costume, the material be- 
ing of the finest grade. The tiady in ques- 
tion always appears to have an abundance 
of money, and she has certainly done noth- 
ing since her residence here to earn even a 
dollar. 

A Constitution correspondent sought an 
interview with Mrs. Parnell at her svyvurb- 
an home this afternoon. At first he was 
denied admittance, but after a little ‘ner- 
severance was-invited in by the lady her- 
self. She keeps no servants. The interior 
of the room was ‘neatly but plainly fur- 
nished, and the owner appeared the least 
bit nervous over the presence of the news- 
paper man. 

“ft understand,” said the correspondent, 
“that you claim to be Mrs. Parnell, the 
Irish patriot’s widow, and I wish to ascer- 
tain if such_be true.’”’ 

“Why do you wish to know,” asked the 
lady, as she sank into a seat. 

“Well, madam, I represent The Constitu- 
tion and desire an interview with you for 
pub—” 

Before the sentence could be completed 
the hostess sprang to her feet and assumed 
a defiant attitude, her eyes sparkling like 
coals of fire. For about two minutes she 
did not speak and appeared from some 
cause to be unnecessarily frightened. Af- 
ter serious meditation she finally said, ‘I 
suppose there is no use or necessity in de- 
nying the truth. I am my husband’s 
widow.’ 

“I don’t doubt that iw the least, madam, 
said the correspondent, “but who was 
your husband?’ 

“Charles Stewart Parnell,’””’ came the re- 
ply in a low trembling voice. The speak- 
er here appeaf@d to be struggling with emo- 
tions and tears trickled down her cheeks 
when she resumed her seat. Noticing an 
inclination to end the interview the news- 
paper man continued. 

“I beg your pardon, madam, but have you 
any documents by which you could sub- 
Stantiate your claim?’’ 

*‘Documents, indeed! I have a thousand 
in that trunk,” pointing to a trunk in the 
corner of the room, “but uniess you are 
willing to accept my word this unsolicited 
interview on my part is at an end.” 

The Constitution correspondent hastened 
to assure the lady that in his own mind he 
was thoroughly convinced of the truthful- 
ness of her assertion, but ventured the Pe- 
mark that the public might not give due 
credence to her statements, at which she 
grew angry and exclaimed: 

‘What do I care what the public be- 
lieves? I am not seeking notoriety and l 
came to Opelika to avoid it. I wish vou 
would not mention me in The Constitution. 
Every one familiar with the affairs of Ire- 
land Knows that I have already geen perse-

IN CHICAGO WHERE HIS FIRST ARREST 


Was Acco plished—This Tinie It Was a 
Wom Who Pointed Bim Out 
to the Officers. 


’ Harry Hill, the ubiquitous, the human 
bad pefiny of local circles, has added 
anothegarrest to his long string. 

Thjs time, as the first, he was arrested in 
Chicago, in the vicinity of the Harrison 
street police station, the same station in 
which he was confined before. His brown 
curling, Samsonian locks were shorn by a4 
Chicago Delilah this time. 

Hill was rested on the _ streets 
Chicago yesterday afternoon by a police- 
man, who, a moment before 4he arrest, 
was not aware that such a person as Harry 
Hill existed. The officer placed Atlanta’s 
gay forger under arrest and carried him to 
the Harrison street po‘tice station, a short 
distance away. The prisoner acknowledged

lanta. : 

Hill was detected by a woman, who 
formerly .knew him in. Atlanta. She cas- 
ually met him on the street and pointed 
him out to the first officer she saw. 

Several weeks ago Mr. J. R. Tolleson, 
who was extremely anxious to have Hill 
brought back to this city. wrote a letter 
to the woman in question and told her that 
in all probability Hil! was in Chicago. He 
further stated that he had offered a re- 
ward for Hill’s arrest and he asked her to 
look out for Hfll and point him out to the 
police if he could be found. 

She interested herself considerably in the 
matter, and even went to the length of go- 
ing to Canada in search of him. She got 
no clue, however, and it“was only by ac- 
cident that she met him on the street 
yesterday. 

The accident was probably as great a 
surprise to Hill as it was to the woman 
herself. At the police station a circular sent 
out by Chief Connolly, describing Hill and 
asking for his arrest, was found and Hill 
was placed in a cell. 

Inspector John D. Shea, chief of detec- 
tives. wired Chiert Connolly of the arrest 
last night. In his telegram'‘he stated tnat 
Harry Hill, wanted in Atlanta, had been 
arrested on a circular sent out December 
8th. Hill refused to come back to Georgia 


without requisition papers. 

Chief Conno ly wired inspector Shea to 
hold Hill.on the charge of forgery, saying 
that he was wanted in this city by Mr. J. 
R. Tolleson and that $2,000 was involved. 
He also wired that an officer with requisi- 
tion papers would leave for Chicago today. 

Little delay will be experienced in getting 
a requisition for Hill A requisition upon 
the governor of Ohio is already in exis- 
tencé, but, of course, it will be necessary to 
get a new one, which will ve the work of 
but a few minutes. 

Sergéant Jennings, who went to Chicago 
after Hil last summer, has been selected 
to go today, and he will leave this after* 
noon for the Windy City. Sergeant Jen- 
nings proved himself to be a most excellent 
officer for missions of this character on the 
trip last summer. 

It seems that Hill has not been far away 
from Chicago since leaving Atlanta. He 
remained in Louisville for more than a 
month, stopping with the family of Mr, 
Duncan, and has been in Chicago some 
time. He appears to have a special fond- 
ness for the world's fair city, and not long 
after his release’in Cincinnati he wended 
his way thither. ; 

lt is pretty vertain that he wilil be 
brought back to At‘ante. Mr. Tolleson has 
been at work with unremitting zeal to re- 
move all legil obstacles to Hill’s return, 
and he feels sure that he has succeeded. 
After thé@ trouble experienced in getting 
the Georgia requisition honored by -Ohio’s 
executive Mr. Tolieson wrote to every 
governor in the United States, setting forth 
the facts, and received a.number of replies.

Jackson, Miss., January 15.—(Special.)— 
Senator Totten, chairman of the joint com- 
mittee to investigate schools and colleges 
Supported in whole or in part by the state, 
reported this morning and the matter was 
made the special order for Wednesday next. 
The committee reports that it has dili- 
gently inquired into the work and manage- 
ment of the industrial institute and college 
at Columbus, which it details and shows 
how more pupils are in attendance from 
Lowndes county than any other. The at- 
tendance for 1892 and 1893 was 287. For 1893 
and 1894, 273. Every county in the state 
is shown to have patronized. the school 
except two, Green and Itawamba. It has 
been alleged that nepotism existed in the 
college. 

The report says: “We find that all the 
purposes for which the industrial institute 
and college was created have been fully 
met; that the institution is in no way being 
diverted from the purpose for which it was 
founded. 

“The industrial features are in no sense 
neglected or minimized. Eeverything reason- 
able seems to habe been done to preserve 
and advance ali the industrial branches 
and to elevate and dignify all the practi- 
cal labors and duties of our women. We 
regard this institution, as now organized, 
as a necessity to our state and one of the 
proudest monuments she has ever erected. 
It is one of the cheapest and best schools 
in the United States and is especially adapt- 
ed to the needs of the poor girls of Mis- 
sissippi. :

bibb Superior Court. 

Ribb superior court convened this morn- 
ing, Judge James Griggs presiding. The 
most interesting case that was settled was 
that of S. B. Barfield vs. M. G. Putzel. 
Barfield had his dental office on the second 
floor of a building on Mulberry street. Put- 
gel rented the building for saloon and res- 
taurant purposes, and proceeded to occupy 
the first floor. Barfield enjoined Putzel’s 
occupancy, alleging that the bar was detri- 
mental to his business. The superior court 
did not sustain the injunction. Barfield ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, and that 
tribunal aflirmed the decision of the lower 
court. Barfield removed his office, and de- 
clined to pay Putzel $125 rent, claiming that 
his dental business had sustained damages 
in more than that sum on account of Put- 
zel’s bar. A jury in the superior court to- 
day rendered a verdict that Barfield must 
pay the rent. 

The grand jury reconvened today and 
found a number of true bills. One of the 
most important cases before the jury was 
against Will Baston, charged with the 
murder of his wife. Ex-Alderman Jeff Ware 
is foreman of the jury. Solicitor General 
Felton is on hand and Keeps the jury sup- 
plied with business. 

The Commissioners to Meet 

The county commissioners will meet to- 
morrow morning. Among the business to 
be transacted will be the consideration of the 
proposition to unite with the city council 
and drain the swamp below the city. 

According to rumor Sheriff Sam Westcott 
will have opposition for re-election this year. 
He has held the office twelve years, and 
efficiently and faithfully discharged his 
duties. Sheriff Westcott has been opposed 
several times, but he has always been suc- 
cessful. 

A Legislative Candidate. 

Among the names suggested as candi- 
dates for the legislature from Bibb county 
is that of Mr. Marion Harris, a popular 
and talented member of the Macon bar. 
He is a son of the late Judge Charles J. 
Harris, of the city court of Macon, and a 
nephew of Colonel Bill Harris, of Worth, 
the veteran secretary of the senate. 

Hon. W. Y. Atkinson will probably de- 
liver an address in Macon at an early date. 
He will be greeted by a large audience. Mr. 
Atkinson has a number of enthusiastic fol- 
lowers in Bibb, and he will doubtless make 
an active contest with General Evans for 
this county. 

Chairman Winchester Returns. 

Dr. W. R. Winchester, chairman of Ma- 
con’s board of health, returned this morn- 
ing from a visit to Baltimore, Annapolis, 
Roanoke and.other cities. While away he 
made a careful investigation into the work- 
ings of the boards of health of various 
places. 

Alderman Sam Pearson is expected to re- 
turn te Macon in a few days. He has been 
in Florida several months for the benefit 
of his health. Mrs, Pearson, who has been 
with her husband during his stay in Florida, 
will accompany him to Macon. 

City Counc:! Meeting. 

The city council will hold its regular 
weekly meeting Tuesday night. The pub- 
lic is. anticipating with much interest the 
results of the meeting. It is not expected 
that the mayor will send in a veto, though 
he may submit a message. He has prom- 
ised to send a communication to council on 
the waterworks question. There is some 
curiosity to learn the nature of this com- 
munication. Council may also take some 
action in regard to the building of sanitary 
sewers. A license inspector will be elected. 
Mr. W. H. Daniel may be the lucky man. 
He has been discharging ‘this duty several 
years. His business is to see that every 
person who is required under the law to 
buy a license has done so. The salary of 
the office is $900 per annum. Mr. Daniel 
has made a faithful and efficient official 
in the past, and, no doubt, he will be re- 
elected on his record. 

Build the Levee Right Away. 

Committees from the city council and the 
citizens met this afternoon to discuss the 
building of Macon’s system of sanitary 
sewers. The sentiment of the meeting was 
that the construction should begin at once, 
and be pushe@’as rapidly as possible and 
finished in six months. The idea is to put 
five hundred men at work. There will be 
forty miles of sewers, and it is thought that 
five hundred men can complete the sewers 
in six months. The people recently voted 
for the issuance of $200,000 of bonds with 
which to build the sewers, and it was un- 
derstood that Macon’s bond commission 
would take the sewer bonds. A sub-commit- 
tee was appointed this afternoon to con- 
fer with the bond commiission and learn how 
much money was immediately available 
with the commission for the purchase of 
sewer bonds. It is thought that over $100,000 
can be obtained from the ¢ommission right 
aWay. Mayor Henry Horne will probably 
begin tonight to sign the sewer bonds. There 
has been some talk that an injunction 
against building the sewers would be 
brought by Hon. W. A. Huff, but Mayor 
Horne stated to the committee this after- 
noon that Mr. Huff informed him today 
that he did not intend enjoining the work, 
and the construction of the sewers could 
Proceed so far as he was concerned.

The foregoing is substantially con- 
firmed by the dispatches of our Wash- 
ington correspondent, so that there can 
hardly be any mistake ubout it. In 
other words, the statement of the con- 
ference between John Sherman and the 
secretary of the treasury is very clearly 
not a groundless rumor invented by the 
enemies of Mr. Carlisle or the critics of 
the administration. 

In other words the democrats of the 
country who have been looking hopeful- 
ly to the administration and to the 
country for the financial relief pledged 
in the democratic platform can now have 
little reason to doubt that John Sher- 
man has succeeded, or is about to suc- 
ceed, in persuading a democratic ad- 
ministration to do what all the Harrison 
administration refused to do. Demo- 
crats have little room to doubt that what 
John Sherman failed to accomplish un- 
der a republican administration he has 
succeeded in accomplishing under a 
democratic administration. 

John Sherman tried hard to induce 
Mr. Harrison to consent to an issue of 
bonds.

Sometimes 
she puts the manuscript away and does not 
touch it for months. Again, she will write 
industriously for several weeks upon the 
work. Nearly all the London publishers 
have attempted to get hold of the book, 
but they were necessarily foredoomed to 
failure. If there is any money in the work 
Mrs. .Langtry will get it. There is no 
doubt of that. She will publish, circulate 
and advertise the volume herself, and when 
the receipts come in, there will be no divi- 
sion of the profits. It has never been the 
Lily’s habit to divide any of the money 
that falls in her direction.

December last, submitting such amendment 
to popular vote at the general election in 
October next. 

As one of the minority who voted against 
that bill, it may not be amiss for me to 
state by way of explanation, or excuse, (if 
excuse be needed) of the vote of the major- 
ity, that the bill was not discussed either 
in the committee or in the house. It came 
up for passage toward the close of the ses- 
sion when there was no time for discus- 
sion. I presume the same cause prevented 
discussion in the senate. 

I mention this fact simply to show that the 
passage of the bill by the legislature does 
not carry with it the usual weight and in- 
fluence arising from the presumption of 
careful consideration. That it did not re- 
ceive suéh consideration no one is especially 
to blame. The committee worked day and 
night. The time was too short. But what- 
ever the explanation, the fact remains that 
the bill did not pass the test of scrutiny 
and discussion. The press and the people 
should, therefore, judge the proposed amend- 
ment solely on its own merits. 

That the changing of both sessions of the 
legislature from fall to summer will disar- 
range our whole machinery of finance and 
administration is plainly evident. Possibly 
a bill could be drawn that would adjust 
everything to such a new order of proceed- 
ure, but that even is extremely doubtful. 
The bad effects will very likely overbalance 
the good effects. The bill under review 
makes no attempt to accomplish that end, 
If its provisions are adhered to, the state 
will be put to the additional cost of a third 
session of the legislature during the two 
years from October, 1894, to October, 1896. 

It would, therefore, seem to be the part 
of wisdom to vote down the proposed 
amendment at the polls. 

No great harm can come from defeating 
the amendment, because the constitution in 
plain terms gives the legislature the pew- 
er to change the time of meeting. Hence, 
too, the absence of any necessity for pro- 
posing such an amendment to the constitu- 
tion. The legislagure could have dealt with 
the whole subject by a simple act of its 
own. 

On the other hand, if the amendment is 
adopted, there is this recourse left: The 
legislature when it meets in November, 18%, 
can exercise-that same constitutional pow- 
er and change the time of meeting back to 
what it is now, and-save the cost of a 
third session. 

I submit for your consideration that the 
wisest practical solution of this question of 
fall or summer sessions lies in an even com- 
promise by holding the session for the frst 
year of each legislature in the fall and for 
the second year in the summer. 

The governor’s inauguration, the tax levy 
and the appropriation bill, etc., could be 
attended to at the first session as hereto- 
fore, and all disarrangement and friction 
would thus be prevented. 

I know that lawyers differ about the con- 
stitutionality of having sessions that are 
not exactly twelve months apart, inasmuch 
as the constitution uses the word “annual” 
in that connection. But if an act were pags- 
ed fixing one session in October and the 
other in the following July, I would have 
no fear of the supreme court ever declaring 
such an act unconstitutional. The language 
of the constitution is not prohibitory, but 
simply doubtful; and the supreme couri 
could not well override a legislative con- 
struction of such language based on sound 
considerations of public policy, especially 
when it related to the time of legislative as- 
sembling and not to the substance of the 
laws.

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| Gap English Thinks Council Should Have 


Given the Police More Money, 


A Meeting to Be Held Tomorrow—Many 
Applicants tor Police Positions 
Were Disappointed. 


The police appropriation made by council 
yesterday fell far short of the expecta- 
tions of the representatives of that de- 
partment. They were without exception 
keenly’ disappointed, as were an army of 
applicants for police positions who hava 
applications before the board, upon which 
they expected favorable action at the next 
meeting of the board. 

Chairman English, of the board, and 
Chief Connolly were especially disappoint- 
ed. They had_wjith great care prepared 
and presented estimates to council, outlin- 
ing the cost of maintaining the depart- 
ment as it stood at the close of last year, 
and the cost of an addition of thirty men 
which they wished made. 

It seems that that appropriation was 
based upon the former estimate. Council 
evidently intends for the force to be kept up 
at its present strength without any addi- 
tional men. Not only this, but not a single 
one of the numerous improvements contem- 
plated by the board and Chief 
Connolly was provided for. The 
sub-station for West End was over- 
louked entirely by the finance committee, 
and only the maintenance of the depart- 
ment was thought of. The increase in sig- 
nal boxes and the proposed new patrol 
wagons went by the board, also. 

“fT think it was a serious mistake,” said 
Captain English last night. “We certainly 
need twenty-five or thirty more men, and 
I fail] to see how we are to cover West 
End without an addition. The appropria- 
tion merely provides for the present num- 
ber of men and to cover West End we 
will be compelled to take at least six of 
our men who are now policing Atlanta ter- 
ritory and send them to the seventh ward. 

“Of course, we will do the best we can 
and give the people the best possible police 
protection. We had hoped to cover the 
city this year more thcoroughiy than we 
have ever done in < previous year, but we 
will not be able to do it under the present 
arrangement. I will call a meeting of the 
police board at once and we will make 
such arrangements as will best accord 
with the situation.” 

As stated by Captain English, the force 
to cover West End and Atlanta will be the 
same as covered Atlanta during the last 
four months of last year. This is a force 
of one hundred and six men, divided into 
three watches. :- Ten of these men are not 
regulars, but by special appropriation made 
last October were put to work regularly. 
They figure on the roll as supernumera- 
ries, but will have regular work during the 
present vear. 

The board will meet tomorrow, possibly, 
and the board will likely arrange things 
in a satisfactory manner. Of course, the 
rnembers o£ the board hope to receive an 
iiftrease in the appropriation later, as they 
did last year and the year before. Last 
year’s appropriation was $127,000, about 
$11,000 less than this year. 

Chief Connolly had planned to have thir- 
ty new men, two new police wagons, a 
sub-station, three new sergeants and two 
station house keepers. This plan fell 
through, thereby disappointing the chief 
and a score of ambitious policemen.

Some Lively Disputes Being Settled by 
the Board of Arbitration, 


THAT THROUGH LINE TO THE EAST 


Good Time in New Orleans—Other 
News of the Rail. 


The board of arbitration of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association contin- 
ued in session yesterday, and will most 
probably hold meetings for the next day or

The work of the arbitrators yesterday was 
of a lively nature. 

There will be about eighteen cases against 
certain railroads of the association to be 
tried by the board at this meeting. Some 
of these cases are somewhat sensational in 
their developments. 

The board of arbitration is the high court 
of the railway and steamship association 
of the south and the matters that come be- 
fere it for adjustment are such as have 
failed of settiement before the executive 
board of the association and the commis- 
eloner. 

There is a law of the association which 
provides that whenever a road becomes 
quarrelsome at some of the mutual agree- 
ments and begins to raise a furious kick and 
does things that the association had pre- 
viously decided should not be done, ihe 
ccmmissioner shall make vut a case against 
the offending road and carry the complaint 
to the executive board. If the settlement is 
not satisfactory and if the road continves 
the offense the case is to be carried tv the 
board of arbitration, which is the supreme 
court of the association. The evidence 
against the road is submitted by the co a- 
missioner and the road makes its defense, 
submitting the arguments and evidence in 
its own behalf in writing to the arbitrators. 

Within the past few months the roads have 
been kicking up a.lively fight over some of 
the regulations of the association and many 
offenses have in this way been brought be- 
fore the consideration of the arbitrators. 

The details of the cases brought against 
the roads, of course, are not given out for 
publication by the board of arbitration, but 
itis known among railroad men thit nearly 
all of the cases at this session of the high 
court are on the charge of rate cutting. It 
is very well understood that it has been 
herder than usual this season to keep the 
roads fron cutting rates in violaiion of the 
regular scales adopted by the rate com- 
mittees and the association as a whole. 
Many have been the fines imposed by Com- 
missioner Stahlman, but owing io the hard 
times the roads have, in their cagerness to 
get traffic, cut rates at all hazards. 

The law of the association allows the 
commissioner to impose a fine on an of- 
fending road, drawing a sight draft on the 
officers of the road within ten days after 
an adverse decision of the board of arbitra- 
w~On, 

Very often the offending road will contin- 
ue ‘to practice the offense of rate cutting, 
willing to pay the fine in order to get an 
increase of traffic, but in such cases when- 
ever the rate cutting is detected the com- 
missioner is authorized to continue the pun- 
ishment. 

There seems to have been a good deal of 
secret rate cutting among the lines of the 
association lately, and the dissatisfaction 
that grows out of it is what has caused so 
many cases of this nature to be brought 
before the board of arbitration. 

That New Line East. 

The disposition on the part of some rail- 
road folks to class recent publications about 
the plans of the Coast Line looking to a 
through line of sleepers to the southwest 
as rumors, and denounce those. rumors as 
groundless just because the present facili- 
ties southward are so excellent may or may 
not be taken seriously. 

The news published in these columns 
Sunday about the plan of the Coast-Line 
came as straight as an arrow on the trade- 
mark of the Richmond and Danville. 

Certainly the Coast-Line isn’t going to 
catch any of the boys napping! 

Until the denial comes from the authori- 
ties of the Coast Line to the report that 
they are going to run through sleepers from 
the east to the south through Augusta 
and Macon and Montgomery and on to New 
Orleans, the news of such a purpose, on 
their part, will stand. At any rate, the 
Coast Line people are the boys to be doing 
the denying, it would seem. 

All of the Charleston papers and the Au- 
gusta papers and the Savannah papers have 
been full of the plans of the Coast Line 
bearing upon the proposed run of through 
sleepers to New Orleans. Not alone this. 
It is very well Known that the Coast Line 
is completing a link from Remini, S. C., to 
a point on the South Carolina railroad. 
What for? Why to get a through connec- 
tion, of course. That’s what links are built 
for these troublesome days of hard times. 

News comes from Norfolk and Baltimore 
that the Seaboard Air-Line authorities are 
not classing this business as groundless ru- 
mors, but realizing that they are to have 
a formidable rival in the Coast Line in case 
these plans go through, have set about the 
work of remedying the situation that is to 
be, and will be ready for the racket when- 
ever the Coast Line shoots its first through 
Sleeper into Atlanta by way of Augusta, 
and into New Orleans by way of Macon, 
Montgomery and Mobile.

The Final Call for the Clearing 
_ House Certificates. 
ONLY $280 WORTH -NOW OUT 


The History of an Interesting Piece of Fi- 
nanciering Recapitulated—Certifi- 
cates Held as Souvenirs. 


For the past few days an advertisement 
has appeared in The Constitution that is 
invested with peculiar interest, inasmuch as 
it signals the final curtain fall upon an 
event that will cut an important figure in 
contemporaneous local history. 

The advertisement calls for the presenta- 
tion for redemption, on or before March Il, 
1894, of all outstanding clearing house cer- 
tificates and contains the additional notifi- 
cation that no certificates will be redeemed 
after that date. It is signed by Messrs. 
R. J. Lowry, Paul Romare and Charles A. 
Collier, trustees of the Atlanta Clearing 
House Association. 

This announcement is the final answer 
to those people who in the forepart of Au- 
gust last, at a time when Atlanta, like the 
balance of the country, was suffering the 
severest pinch of hard times, predicted that 


_the issuing of such certificates would be 


an unwise and dangerous piece of finan- 
ciering. 

A Constitution reporter had an interesting 
chat yesterday with Captain R. J. Lowry 
and Mr. Darwin G. Jones, two gentlemen 
wno know as much, if not more, than any 
one else of the inside history of the exper- 


all ancient history, of 
course,” said Captain Lowry, “yet just 
now when we are calling in the outstand- 
ing certificates amounting to less than $300 
all told. it is certainly both interesting and 
gratifying to look back at the circum- 
stances, realizing that the measure accom- 
plished everything that was hoped for it. 
The plan, it will be remembered, was 
formulated in the clearing house associa- 
tion in response to-an earnest request from 
the Chamber of Commerce that some- 
thing be done to insure the moving of cot- 
ton and relieve the intense stringency of 
the money market. It was decided to issue 
these certificates, having $150 cohaterat 
security for every $10@-issued. ‘There was 
considerab.e opposition to the plan at first, 
but it was put into effect, the certificates 
received anywhere and everywhere as cash, 
and I believe that it is now generally ad- 
mitted that they were a material relief.’’ 

At Captain Lowry’s suggestion the re- 
porter saw Mr. Jones, who, as manager of 
the clearing house, virtually put the plan 
into effect. 

‘*Yes,’’ said Mr. Jones, ‘‘we are endeavor- 
ing to call in the last few remaining certifi- 
cates now outstanding. There are only $230 
worth of these still out. Do I anticipate 
that allofthese willbe presented for re- 
demption? No, I do not. Some of them 
have been, of course, lost or destroyed, 
just as is the case with bank bills; some 
have been carried away and cannot be 
traced and quite a number will be held as 
souvenirs. It is possible that we will only 
get back a small part of this amount. 

“The original purpose and, I may say, 
the prime purpose of the certificates,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Jones, ‘‘was to enable the banks 
to have a medium with which they could 
pay each other in the clearing house and 
thus reserve their cash for the use of cus- 
tomers. Many of them were used, however, 
as everybody knows, in ordinary business 
transactions, pay rolls and so on, and 
there was never any question as to public 
confidence in receiving them. The major- 
ity of the banks are now prepared to admit, 
I think, that it was a wise measure.”’ 

The total amount of the certificates is- 
sued was much smaller than is generally 
supposed. It was only $128,000 in all and 
that maximum amount was out for only ten 
days. They were used from August 18th 
to November 6th, 1893. On the former day 
each of the ten banks in the city took 
$10,000 worth and a ledger account with 
them was opened at the clearing house. In 
the agreement which the banks entered into 
at the outset was the following clause: 

‘Each of the said banks hereby obligates 
itself to take out such proportions of such 
certificates aS may be assigned them by 
such trustees, and to submit tto such read- 
justment and redistribution of such certifi- 
cates so issued, as the necessity of any bank 
or banks may, in the judgment of such trus- 
tees require frm day to day, and until all 
of such certificates issued have been called 
in and canceled. 

‘‘We further agree to receive these certifi- 
cates in payment as cash of all balances 
due from one bank to another, in paymen-: 
of all notes and drafts held by tne banks 
for collection or as a deposit.” he 

The readjustment and redistribution re- 
ferred to was accomplished as follows: Hach 
day a report was made by every bank upon 
the amount of certificates on hand. in 
some instances a bank would accumulate 
vastly more than its original $10,000 worth 
while others would pay them out until they 
would have only a few huncred dollars in 
them remaining. Then at certain intervals, 
the clearing house made draits upon tne 
banks holding the larger amounts and a 
portion of them were surrendered to those 
having' the least, cash being paid in ex- 
change. In this way they were Kept equit- 
ably distributed. 

It was developed at the recent Redwine 
trial that very few people, even astute law- 
yers, knew exactly how the business of a 
clearing house is conducted, and it may be 
interesting to explain here in ordinary, 
every-day terms. All banks receive in the 
course of their daily business and deposits 
a great. many checks on other banks. If 
they were obliged to carry these for PAy- 
ment to each individual bank, it is evident 
that it would entail a great deal of time 
and trouble, and necessitate a vomplicated 
system of accounts. The clearing house 
does away with this. 

Every morning at 10:30 o’clock) exactly, a 
messenger from each of the ten Atlanta 
banks sits down at a long table in the room 
of the clearing house association in the 
Eeuitable building. Each messenger has the 
accummulated checks of the previous. day 
in envelopes, one for every bank. He im- 
mediately distributes these envélopes to the 
messengers of the corresponding banks and 
in turn receives their envelopes against 
his bank. Then he hands Mr. Jones, the 
manager, who sits at the head of the table, 
a slip on which the amount of the checks 
he has distributed is inscribed as a credit. 
On a debit column on the same blank he 
enters the amount of the checks which 
have been handed him, and the difference 
between the two is calculated. Thus, for 
instance, if the Merchants’ bank turns in 
$10,000 worth of checks and receives $5,000 
worth the clearing house owes it $5,000. But 
if, on the contrary, the sums are reversed 
and it turns in $6,000 and receives $10,000 
it owes the clearing house $5,000. 

This is done by each of the ten messen- 
gers, and it is self-evident that the amount 
due from them and the amount due to 
them must balance. If they do not, Mr. 
Jones knows immediately that some error 
has been néade and it is immediately looked 


up. 

After these sums are in this way ascer- 
tained a settlement takes place. Those 
banks that owe the®learing house by reason 
of turning in fewer checks than they re- 
ceive pay the difference to Mr. Jones who, 
as manager, draws checks against this 
sum received to pay the others. 

A moment’s reflection will demonstrate 
how greatly this simplifies matters. Thus, 
if A owes B $100, B owes C $50 and C owes 
A $50 the indebtedness of all can be cleared 
off by A paying B $50. This is the principle 
of a clearing house. 

At the daily meeting Mr. Jones is really 
an autocrat. He may inflict fines for mis- 
takes and shortages but this is something 
that he rarely does, for he is a kindly and 
genial, as well as an all-powerful monarch 
in his sphere. Errors, however, very rarely 
occur and when they do are-usually trivial 
ones. 

In reference to the stafement that some of 
the certificates would probably be held as 
souvenirs, a dealer in curios, hazarded the 
guess yesterday that in five years the $5 
certificates would be wopth $50 apiece.

A“Twelve-Year-Old Girl Passed an Ad- 
venturous Day Yesterday. ~- 


TURNED UP IN ATLANTA LAST NIGHT 


Taken in Charge by the Police, and Will 
Be Sent to Alabama Today—Othber 
Police Items. 


Standing on the sidewalk in the drenching 
rdin, her lonely little figure silhouetted 
against the bright background furnished by 
the union depot waiting room, a little 
twelve-year-old girl attracted the attention 
of passers-by on Wall street last night 
about 8 o’clock. 

Patrolman Jordan was among those who 
noticed the queer little woman, and he was 
not s'iow in introducing himself. The girl 
was not crying and told her story in a 
brave, open way, without once breaking 
down. 

She was in Atlanta penniless, friendless 
and alone. She was on her way to her 
married sisters in Heflin, Ala., 
traveled aii day on a single half-dollar, 
which she had earned before leaving her 
home at Cedartown. Her name, she said, 
was Eunice Sydney, and she was an 
orphan. She had been living with relatives 
near Cedartown since the death of her 
parents, but several days agoshe got the 
notion of going to her sister's “home. 

She was without the means, but not with- 
out the pluck. She managed to get up 50 
cents, with which capital she set out yester- 
day morning without letting any one know 
her destination. She got aboard an East 
and West train an@ went to Cartersville, 
where she arrived just before noon without 
a cent of money. She stayed_around the 
depot until the Atlanta bound train came 
along, and getting on it, boldly took a seat 
in the first-class car. @he had not a cent, 
but in some way she came on into the city 
and got off at the depot, finding herself in 
a city for the first time in her life. She 
wandered 6ut into the rain, where se was 
when the officer found her. 

Officer Jordan carried her to the police 
station and turned her over to Captain 
Thompson. The little runaway told. her 
story as she had told it to the officer and 
the officers were prepossessed in her favor. 
Captain Thompson had her carried to the 
Grady house, ‘Near pdilice headquarters, 
and placed in care of tlie landlady during 
the night. Today she will be taken in 
charge by the police and sent to her sister 
at Heflin, A’a. She is a determined little 
maid and says she’s going whether she 
gets help or not. 


Mounted Officer Lantord believes he has 
captured one of the most noted of the 
Chattanooga jail escapes and a negro who 
is guilty of a most heinous murder. The 
negro gives his name as Bob Nichols, and 
is believed to be Bud Wooten, who killed 
old man Ross, on the Rossville pike, lead- 
ing out of Chattanooga, last year. The 
crime was committed with motives of rob- 
-bery, and was a most fiendish one. 

It was soon discovered that Wooten was 
the perpetrator, and he was arrested and 
jailed. On December 8th there was a whole- 
sale jail escape at Chattanooga, twenty- 
eight prisoners gaining their liberty. One 
of them was. Wooten, and his escape was 
deeply regretted by the people of the city 
who were acquainted with his crime. 

Nichols, the negro arrested under swspic- 
ion of being Wooten, adnitits knowing Woot- 
en very well, and says he is acquainted with 
the circumstances of the killing. The Chat- 
tanooga authorities have been notified, and 
an officer is expected here today for the 
purpose of identifying the negro under ar- 
rest.

They told 
their tale of woe to Patrolman Grant and 
the latter arrested Della Peacock. She 
denied having stolen the money, but was 
locked up.

& Pension Checks Ready. 
ABOUT FOUR THOUSAND. THIS -YEAR 


And They All Get Sixty Dollars Apiece. 
The Veterans’ Pensions—Other 
Capitol News of Interest. 


The busiest man in Georgia today is Cap- 
tain Tip Harrison at the state capitol. 

He is at work on the widows’ pensions, 
which fall due the first day of next month. 

This pension business into which Captain 
Harrison has to dive at this season every 
year is no small potato of a job. He has to 
write out the checks for every widow in 
the state who draws a pension and has to 
keep account of them all and then as so00en as 
that is finished he has to take up the 
work of paying off the wounded confederate 
soldiers who survive the bitter days of the 


sixties. 

There are 4,100 widows in Georgia who 
draw these pensions and it is no easy task 
to write out their warramts on the state 
treasury and keep account of them and at- 
tend to the payment all at once. 

Such attention to the widows, involves 
the handling of $275,000, which is the amount 


appropriated annually for them. 


Captain Tip Harrison was found by a 


Constitution reporter yesterday hard at 
work writing out the checks that these 
widows are to draw very soon un the treas- 
ury of Georgia. He had his coat off ana 
was as busy as two bees in a tar bucket. 
Before him was a great book of blank 
checks and he was filling out the bianks, 
having a-ready completed the tedious work 
of examining the claims of che widows for 
whom these checks were to be written and 
approved, such clai:as according to the 
requirements of the statute, allowing the 
widows of confederate veterans to draw 
pensions. 

Each widow of a soldier who died in the 
service from the state of Georgia is en- 
titled to a pensfon of $6v. 

Until the Georgia legislature changed the 
law the widows drew $100 each. 

“Will ere be as many widows on the 
list this year as last?’ was asked. 

“Certainly,” replied Captain Harrison. 
“Some years there are more than others, 
but never less,’”’ and the pension man smiled 

at his htwmorous way of putting It. 

“It is this way,” he went on to say after 
a brief hesitation and a weary sigh as he 
viewed the great pile of work before him. 
“Of course, some of the widows die every 
year, but there are many standing back in 
readiness with their claims to take the pen- 
sion that went to the deceased ones.”’ 

“How many have died since the 
pensions were given out a year ago?’ 

“T have not been fully informed yet. I 
have heard of but few. The records last 
year showed that about seventy-five: had 
died the previous year and I reckon the 
number this year will De about the same, 
but think how many widows who have 
beer. on the list heretofore on account of 
the shortness of the appropriation will 

come right in and claim the money that 
went to these seventy-five that have died.” 

“At the present rate of death among the 
widows how long do you calculate that it 

will be before the stace will have no more 
pensions to pay to the widows of confeder- 
ate soldiers?’ 

“Great spooks, what do you take me for, 
an astronomical mathematician? All I 
kn@a@w about it is that as fast as they die 
otHers come forward and get on the -ist, 
and for the past few years, in fact, ever 
since the widows’ pensions have been paid 
the list has been the same thing, and until 
they cease coming in to take the places of 
those who die from year to year I am un- 
able to get any idea as to how many 
widows there reaily are in the state.’’ 

‘How did the widows take the recent cut 
in their allowances made by the Georgie 
legislature?’’ was asked. 

“Oh, very wil, I believe. Of course they 
wanted to get the $100 they: used to get 
under the old law, but it is a case of ‘Lord 
make us thankful for what we receive,’ 
and with many of them this is about al) 
they have from year to year with which to 
support themselves and keep the hungry 
woi. from the door.”’ 

“Are the appiications all in for the year?’ 

‘Yes, and the’ only thing to be doné now 
is to write g¢ut the warrants on the treas- 
ury, as I am doing now, and get the 
governor to sign them. Then I will be 
ready to meet the widows face to face and 
begin the payment of tleeir pensions 
promptly on time. The date for the pay- 
ment to begin is the first day of February 
every year.”’ 

“How long will it take you to pay the 
widows off?’’ 

“It usually takes a full month and more. 
You see, I have to rush the work through 
and get ready for the payment of the 
wounded soldiers, whose pensions fall due 
on the 15th of March every year.” 

The Soldiers’ Pensions. 

There are not as many old soldiers on the 
pension list as there are widows in the 
state of Georgia. 

The number this year will run up to about 
3.300, and the-amount of money divided 
among them, according to the appropria- 
tion act, is $185,000. 

The soldiers have no regular pensions as 
do the widows, and the amounts paid each 
one vary as the severity of the injuries 
received in the war varies. 

So much is allowed for a broken leg, so 

* much for a lost finger, so much for the 
loss of one eye and so forth. 

The amounts range from $5 to beyond e 
hundred dollars. 

The death roll of old soldiers this year 
will be about the same as last. The num- 
ber last year was about the same as the 
year before and was about the same as 

the death rate among the widows. The pro- 
portion of deaths among the soldiers and 
widows runs about the same as the years 
roll by, though there are none to take the 
place of the old soldiers on the list of 
pension drawers. The ranks are thinning 
out gradually. Each year there are fewer 
of the boys who wore the gray in the 
troublesome days of civil strife to hobble 
into the office of Captain Tip Harrison and 
ask for their money the state gives them. 

With the preparation of the pension lists 
of both widows and soldiers Captain Tip 
Harrison will be very much engaged for the 
next menth or two. 

The Governor Is Sick. 

Governor Northen was not at the state- 
house yesterday. He was not at all well 
and kept in doors, remaining at the gov- 
ernor’s mansion all day. 

He took to his residence a big book of 
pension warrants, however, and was at 
work most of the day signing his name to 
them. 

This is no little task, as one would think. 
Of course, the mere act of signing one’s 
mame is inconsiderable, but when it comes 
to signing it to more than four thousand 
checks it gets down to a right troublesome 
piece of work.

That Big Railroad Case. 

Comptroller General Wright is anxiously 
awaiting the decision of the United States 
Supreme court in the case recently heard 
before it bearing upon the county taxation 
railroad law of (Georgia. 

The history of this case is familiar to ev- 
ery Georgian who keeps at all posted on 
public affairs. 

The Glenn law was passed several years 
ago providing for a tax on railroads by the 
counties of the state through which the 
railroads run. 

The law was challenged by the Columbus 
Southern on the ground that it is based on 
an unconstitutional principle. 

Other railroads whose charters have a 
clause exempting them from any further 
taxes than are stipulated therein made a 
kick against the law and the consequence 
is that but few of the roads in Georgia 
have ever antied up the money to the coun- 
ties in compliance with the law, preferring 
to wait and hear what the final ruling in 
the case that has gone to the supreme 
court of the United States would be. 

Attorney General Joe Terrell went to 
Washington the other day to make an argu- 
ment before the supreme court in the case 
and everybody is anxious to hear what the 
opinion of the high court will be. Of 
course, it will put a final settlement to the 
troublesome question. Its decision, there- 
fore, means millions of dollars to the state, 

The Fertilizer Trade. 

The officials in the department of agri- 
culture at the statehouse say_every indi- 
cation points to the fact that the farmers 
of Georgia will use a vast quantity of fer- 
tilizers this year. 

The shipments’ of fertilizer specimens to 
the state department for inspection lately 
have been far ahead of those for the same 
period last year. 

It seems to have struck the office with a 
rush, this fertilizer boom, The shipments 
up until the first of the new year were 
very light, but since that time they have 
been coming in with a great rush, indeed. 

Whether this means that the farmers are 
going to plant more cotton this year than 
last, or whether it means that they are go- 
ing to put it under their corn and 
spring grain, is an interesting question.

Advices coming from 
the south continue to report small receipts 
and loss of stocks at the interior towns. 
A letter from Paris, Tex., this morning 
from a well-known exporter is as follows: 
“The cotton is pretty much out of this sec- 
tion; the compresses oniy running one or 
two days in the week; wagon receipts al- 
most nothing; stocks in all towns less than 
half of what they were this time last year. 
The superintendent of the compress telis 
me he has discharged thirty-five hands so 
far. From the above you can see there 
will be mighty little business to be done 
from now on. I never saw a season play 
ouc so fast.” A dispatch from Newnan, 
Ga., reports from twenty-four towns in 
Georgia and Alabama, covering a district 
of which this is about the center, gives the 
receipts since September 1, 1893, 197,000; es- 
timated balance of the season, 17,78: re- 
ceipts from September -1, 1892 to January 
24, 1893, 173,000; receipts from January l4, 
1892 to September 1, 18%, 17,89. Present 
stocks, 31,300; stocks same time last year

There is no harder piece of work con- 
nected with the city government of Atlanta 
than that the finance committee does when 
it makes an estimate of the income of the

ments. But this year the work found the 


satisfaction of the general council on its 
first reading and was adopted without any 
opposition whatever. 

“Tt have here,’’ said Mr. Stockdell, chair- 
man of the committee, when the body was 
working under the reports of regular com- 
mittees, ‘“‘the report of the finance commit- 
tee showing the estimated receipts of the 
city for the year 18%, and also the ap- 
portionment of the money to various de- 
partments. But before the clerk reads the 
report I'd like to say that we have, in do- 
ing this work, taken into consideration the 
many propositions to reduce the rate of 
taxation from 1% per cent to a smaller 
amount and we find that such a step is 
abealutely impossible. This year Atlanta 
is growing and it is the history of all grow- 
ing cities that a reduction of taxation can- 
not be well accomplished. We have work- 
ed hard to make this possible, but the 
more we study it the more we find that it 
cannot be done just at this time. Every 
member of the committee was more than 
anxious to reduce the tax rate, but when 
we got to work we all came to the con- 
clusion that it could not be done without 
injuring the city greatly. With that Vil 
ask the clerk to read the estimated income 
of the city of Atlanta for the year of 1894.

An ordinance was presented paving Pied- 
mont avegue from Houston to Pine streets 
with belgian blocks at a cost of $25,000. lt 
was read the first and second time and was 
adopted. 

A Complete Record of Bonds, 

Mr. Howell presented an- ordinance pro- 
viding that in future none of Atlanta’s 
bonds, when paid, should be destroyed by 
fire as heretofore. The ordinance provided 
that a book should be kept in which a 
complete history of Atlanta’s bonds should 
be written by Keeping within that book the 
original bonds after they had been paid off 
and a duplicate set of the bonds from the 
day of the issue. Mr. Howell showed thit 
in that manner none of the bonds could be 
duplicated and presented for payment as 
might be the case now, when by the burning 
of the bonds all trace of them was de- 
stroyed.

J. D. Kavenaugh Becomes {ll at Po- 
lice Headquarters. 


HE WAS TO HAVE BEEN SET FREE 


Chief Connolly and the First National 
Bank Exchange Some Spicy Telegrams. 
Disgusted with Each Other. 


A verbal skirmish at long range and by 
telegraph occurred yesterday between 
Chief Connolly, of Atlanta, and the First 
National bank. of Meridian, Miss. 

The chief and the bank are thoroughly 
disgusted with each other, and expressions 
of ‘their feelings passed over the wires yes- 
terday, couched in no measured language. 
The telegrams said ‘‘dissusted,”” and as 
much emphasis as the wires could lay on 
the word was given it. 

It occurred over the telegrams passed 
last week between Chief Connolly and this 
bank, regarding J. D. Kavenaugh, who 
has now been under arrest almost a week. 
When it was ascertained that Kavenaugh 
was not wanted in Mobile, Ala., which city 
had first laid claim to him, Meridian began 
to work the wires with the view to having 
him brought to that city. 

The details of his alleged crime in that 
city are not known in Atlanta, but tele- 
grams from the First National bank sav 
that he committed a forgery, of which it 
was the victim. The extent nor method is 
not Known. 

Chief Connolly wired that Kavenaugh 
Was in custody and could be had upon the 
presentation of requisition papers. Several 
telegrams passed between the Atlaii:ta 
“hief and the First National bank, and 
chen Chief Hasselle, of Meridian, took a 
hand in an official way. 

It was arranged, Chief Connolly thought, 
that Kavenaugh was to go to Meridian to- 
day, but yesterday a telegram inquiring 
what expenses would be incurred here, to 
which Chief Connolly replied that five dol- 
lars would cover all bills, came. Water 
Chief Connolly received a telegram from 
the bank expressing their disgust at the 
chief's action. Chief Connolly was not 
slow to reply in the same tone. He wired 
the bank that no one could be more dis- 
eo than he had been with their petty 
qaerayv., 

After sending the telegram Chief Connol- 
ly wrote to Chief Hasselle, giving the 
facts in the case, and requesting him to 
convey ‘to the bank his sincerest feelings 
of -diszust for their style of doing bus’- 
ness. The chief was not a little incensed 
over the matter, since he had been extra 
a to hold Kavenaugh for the Meridian 

aAnK. 

Kavenaugh would have been set free im- 
mediately, but yesterday he was taken 
seriously, perhaps dangerously ill, and 
had to be transferred to the hospital. His 
condition was regarded as somewhat seri- 
ous by Dr. N. O. Harris,_the city physi- 
cian, wha examined him, and he had a cun- 
ference with Chief Connolly and advised 
that Kavenaugh be sent where he could 
have constant attention. Last night he 
was resting in one of the hospital wards. 
His ailment is permanent and will require 
some time before he can be released.
